FIRST DAY— WEDNESDAY. 

* Methodist Church, 

Orangeburg, S. O., December 15, 1886. 
Conference convened in its one hundred and first session in the 
Methodist Church, Orangeburg, S. C., at half-past 9 o’clock A. M. 
to-day. Bishop John C. Granberry in the chair. 

The opening religious exercises were conducted by the Bishop. 

The Secretary of the last session called the roll. One hundred and 
twenty-one clerical and seventeen lay members answered to their 
names. 

Wm. C. Power was re-elected Secretary, with H. F. Chreitzberg 
and LeRoy F. Beaty assistants. 

S. Lander was elected Statistical Secretary, with W. A. Rogers 
assistant. 

The bar of the Conference was fixed, and the hours for meeting 
and adjourning agreed upon. 

On motion of Wm. C. Power, a Committee, composed of one from 
each Presiding Elder’s District, to be selected by the Presiding 
Elders, was appointed, to nominate the Standing Committees. 
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Communications from Whitefoord Smith and A. M. Shipp were 
read to the Conference by the Secretary. 

A communication from Dr. McFerrin, Book Agent, was read, and, 
on motion, referred to the Committee on Books and Periodicals. 

Kev. W. A. Candler, assistant editor of the Christian Advocate^ 
was introduced, and addressed the Conference on the interests he 
represents. 

A communication from Dr. I. G. John, Missionary Secretary, was 
read, and referred to the Conference Board of Missions. 

Dr. D. C. Kelly, Treasurer of the Foreign Mission Board, was 
introduced, and addressed the Conference in the interests of Foreign 
Missions. 

A communication from Dr. McFerrin, Agent of the Calvin Fund, 
covering $38.50 interest on said fund, was read, and the amount 
placed, by order, in the hands of the Joint Board of Finance. 

The examination of character was entered upon, and the names of 
certain applicants for the supernumerary and superannuated relations 
were referred to the Committee on Conference Relations. (See Con- 
densed Minutes, pp. 17-18.) 

On motion of A. M. Chreitzberg, the appointment of a Committee 
to investigate the case of E. J. Meynardie was ordered. 

The examination of character was continued. 

The Bishop announced the Committee of investigation in the case 
of E. J. Meynardie, as follows : J. A. Porter, R. P. Franks, D. D. 
Dantzler. 

Announcements were made and Conference adjourned with the 
Doxology, and benediction by the Bishop. 



SECOND DAY— THURSDAY. 

Methodist Church, 
Orangeburg, S. C., December 16, 1886. 

Conference met at the appointed hour, the Bishop in the chair. 

W. Martin conducted the devotions. 

The roll was called and seventeen clerical and five lay members 
absent at yesterday^s roll-call answered to their names and took their 
seats. 

On motion of J. T. Kilgo, the calling of the roll was dispensed 
with during the remainder of the session. 

Minutes of yesterday^s session read and confirmed. 
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The following paper, submitted by J. E. Carlisle, was adopted : 

Whereas the Conference Board of Missions, the Church Extension 
Board, and the Committees of Examination appointed four years ago 
will go out of office this session ; and whereas the Board of Education 
and the Sunday School Board were appointed one year ago, and 
would consequently go out of office one year earlier than the other 
Boards and Committees namgd ; therefore. 

Resolved, That the Board of Education and the Sunday School 
Board be appointed at this session of the Conference, to be continued 
in office for four years, thus securing uniformity in all these appoint- 
ments/^ 

By request of the Statistical Secretary, W. L. Wait was elected 
Assistant Statistical Secretary.

E. D. Smart read Eeport of Committee on Southern Christian 
Advocate, with accompanying resolutions, which was received as in- 
formation, and the resolutions adopted. * 

The contract with C. A. Calvo, Jr., for publishing the Advocate 
was, on motion, placed in the hands of the Secretary, to be filed in 
the archives of the Conference. 

A paper sent up from Sumter District Conference concerning 
early collections for our Domestic Missionaries was read by W. W. 
Mood, and referred to the Conference Mission Board. 

On motion of S. A. Weber, it was resolved that a Committee of 
five — three clerical and two lay members — 'be appointed by the chair 
on Conference Colportage. 

Eev. E. Muller, Pastor of the Presbyterian Church in Orangeburg, 
was introduced to the Conference. 

Six candidates were admitted on trial. (See Condensed Minutes, 
p. 17.) 

Thirteen remain on trial. (See Condensed Minutes, p. 17.) 

Pour traveling and two local preachers were elected to Deacon’s 
Orders. See Condensed Minutes, p. 17.) Other members of this 
class, already ordained, were passed to the class of the third year. 
(See Condensed Minutes, p. 17.) 

The name of Simpson Jones was called, his character examined 
and passed, and his application for the superannuated relation was 
referred to the Committee on Conference Eelations. 

The Committee on Conference Colportage was announced. (See 
Conference Boards, &c., p. 3.) 

J. A. Clifton was appointed on the Board of Education in place of 
Dr. Duncan, elevated to the Episcopacy. 

The members of the third year’s class were advanced to the class of 
the fourth year. (Condensed Minutes, p. 17.) 

Five traveling and one local preacher were elected to Elder’s Or- 
ders. (See Condensed Minutes, p. 17.) 

The Bishop read the following telegram from Bishop Duncan :

The Secretary was instructed to reply. 
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The name of J. W. Neeley was called. A Committee of investiga- 
tion was ordered, to inquire into the grounds of certain rumors affect- 
ing his ministerial character. 

G. W. Walker, President, reported the condition of Paine Insti- 
tute. 

W. A. Candler addressed the Conference in the interests of this 
institution. 

The Committee of investigation in the case of E. J. Meynardie 
reported through its Chairman, J. A. Porter, that they deemed a 
trial to be necessary. 

On motion of J. W. Wolling, it was ordered that a Committee of 
nine be appointed by the Chair'to try the case. 

The examination of character was resumed. 

An afternoon session was ordered, the first order of business to 
be the holding the Annual Session of the Legal Conference. 

W. Martin was appointed to preside. 

The Committee appointed by the Historical Society to select a 
lecturer for next year reported that S. Lander had been chosen. 
Subject : The History of Methodism in connection with the Edu- 

cational Advancement of the Age/’ A. H. Lester was chosen as 
alternate. 

Announcements were made, and Conference adjourned with the 
Doxology, and benediction by the Bishop. 



SECOND DAY— AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Thursday, December 16, 1886. / 

Conference met at the appointed hour, W. Martin in the chair. 
Devotional exercises were conducted by J. M. Carlisle. 

Pursuant to appointment, the Legal Conference was convened, 
A. M. Chrietzberg, Vice President, in the chair. At the conclusion 
of its business the Bishop took the chair and proceeded with the 
business of the Annual Conference. 

The Committee on Publication of Southern Christian Advocate 
was announced by the Bishop. (See Conference Boards, Commit- 
tees, etc., p. 3.) 

The Committee of Trial in the case of E. J. Meynardie was 
announced, S. H. -Browne to preside. J. W. Wolling was elected 
Assistant Secretary, and appointed to record the proceedings of the 
trial. J. A. Porter was appointed to prosecute the case. 
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The Secretary stated that he had sent the following reply to Bishop 
Duncan^s telegram received this morning : 

Oeangebueg, S. C., December 16, 1886. 

To Bishop W. W. Duncan, Port Gibson, Miss.: 

The South Carolina Conference expresses its growing affection for 
our Bishop Duncan, with the assurance of our earnest prayers for his 
increasing usefulness. Ps. xci, 9-11.

The annual meeting of the Conference Brotherhood was announced 
to he held just after adjournment. 

Conference then adjourned with the Doxology, and benediction by 
the Bishop. 

THIRD DAY— FRIDAY. ;

Conference met at the usual hour, the Bishop in the chair. 

H. M. Mood conducted the devotions. { 

The Minutes of the morning and afternoon sessions of yesterday - 

were read and confirmed. 

Six lay members and one clerical absent at yesterday’s roll call • 

appeared and took their seats. (See Roll.) v- 

Rev. G-. Q-. Smith, of the North Georgia Conference, was intro- h 

duced, and briefly addressed the Conference. ' ? 

Rev. Dr. Wiley, S. A. B. S. for North and South Carolina, was 
introduced, and addressed the body on the subject of Bible distribu- 
tion. f 

The Committee appointed to investigate the case of J. W. Neely ? 

reported that in their judgment the charges against him were 
wholly unfounded, and that they ' therefore deemed a trial not 
necessary. 

Report No. 1 of the Joint Board of Finance was submitted by J. 

T. Kilgo, and, after discussion, was adopted. (See Reports, p. 32.) 

Seven were admitted into full connection. (See Condensed 
Minutes, p. 17.) | 

The examination of character was resumed. The name of J. S. 

Porter was called. Conference ordered a Committee of investigation, ' 

2 — CM 
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to be appointed by the Chair, to inquire into certain rumors affecting 
his ministerial character. The Bishop appointed said Committee. 

The examination of character was continued. 

!S. Lander, for the stockholders, proposed the adoption of William-, 
ston Female College by the Conference, on certain specified condi- 
tions. Keferred to the Board of Education. 

J. Walter Dickson addressed the Conference in behalf of our 
churches in Charleston which were injured by the recent earthquake. 
A collection was taken, which amounted in cash and subscriptions to 
about 1500. 

S. B. Jones submitted resolutions of sympathy with our brethren 
of those stricken churches, and expressive of our gratitude to brethren 
abroad for their sympathy and aid in the matter, and directing that, 
where it has not been already done, the preachers of this Conference 
shall take up collections in their respective charges to aid in repairing 
our damaged Church property in that city. (See Kesolutions, p. 103.) 

Notices were given, and Conference adjourned with the Doxology, 
and benediction by the Bishop. 



FOURTH DAY— SATURDAY. 

Methodist Church, 
Orangeburg, S. C., December 18, 1886. 

Conference was called to order at the usual hour by the Bishop. 
J. M. Boyd conducted the opening religious exercises. 

Minutes of yesterday^s session were read and confirmed. 

The Committee of Investigation in the case of J. S. Porter re- 
ported that after careful examination they find no ground for a trial. 

The Orders of Spartan B. Way, who comes to us as an Elder 
from the Baptist Church, were recognized by the Conference. 

S. H. Browne, who presided in the trial of E. J. Meynardie, made 
the following Report : 

“ The Committee to whom was referred the case of E. J. Mey- 
nardie, report that, after a careful and patient investigation of the 
following charge and specifications, viz. : 

Rev. E. J. Meynardie charged with immorality. 

‘^"Specification 1st. — With using intoxicating liquors to excess as 
set forth in the written testimony of the former investigation, and 
corroborated by other testimony. 

"" Specification 2d. — That he, the Rev. E. J. Meynardie, was at the 
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Summerville District Conference in 1886 under the influence of in- 
toxicating stimulants. 

Specification 3d. — That he, the Rev. E. J. Meynardie, makes use 
of intoxicating stimulants and narcotic drugs, to the detriment of his 
character and to the injury of the Church. . 

Find that Specification 1 is not sustained ; that specifications 2 
and 3 are sustained, but that the charge of immorality is not sus- 
tained.

On motion, the character of E. J. Meynardie was then passed. 

A resolution, submitted by R. D. Smart, proposing to rescind a 
resolution passed by this body two years ago, in which it is declared 
to be the sense of the body that in the distribution of the several 
Conference claims among the charges the District Stewards should 
proceed upon the plan provided for the distribution of these assess- 
ments by the Joint Board of Finance, was lost — 64 for rescinding, 
71 against it. 

The examination of character was resumed. During the progress 
of this examination several additional names were referred to the Com- 
mittee on Conference Relations. (See Condensed Minutes, p. 18.) 

The Bishop announced that J. W. Tarboux had been transferred 
to the Brazil Mission Conference. 

On motion of S. H. Browne, the editor of the Conference organ 
was requested to append the names of the superannuated preachers 
to the list of appointments. 

The examination of character was resumed. Among the names called 
were those of several brethren who had died during the year. These 
were referred to the Committee on Memoirs. (See Reports, p. 104.) 

A. B. Stephens, through his Presiding Elder, applied for the re- 
storation of his credentials. 

Pending the consideration of the matter, the hour for adjournment 
having arrived. Conference adjourned with the Doxology, and bene- 
diction by the Bishop. 
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FIFTH DAY— SUNDAY. 

Orangeburg, December 19, 1886. 

At 11 o’clock A. M. Bishop Granberry preached in the Methodist 
Church, ordaining the Deacons at the close of the service, and at 
] half-past 3 o’clock in the afternoon Kev. J. A. Porter preached in 

j same Church, the Bishop concluding with the ordination of Elders. 

I The pulpits of the town were generally occupied, morning and 

j night, by members of the Conference. 

At half-past 7 o’clock a memorial service was held in the Method- 
ist Church, the Bishop in the chair. A. M. Chreitzberg conducted 
the opening exercises. 

The Bishop formally announced the object of the meeting, and 
called as the first name on the list of our glorified dead that of 
Charles Carroll Fishburne. His memoir was read by S. A. Weber. 
A hearty tribute to his worth was paid by his personal friend and 
schoolmate, John Attaway. 

The name of George Hendley Wells was called. J. W. Humbert 
read the memorial of his life and labors. T. G. Herbert, V. C. Dib- 
ble and others paid merited tributes to his memory. 

The name of James W. Koger was announced. 

J. C. Stoll read a sketch of the Christian life and ministerial labors 
of this devoted servant of God. 

W. D. Kirkland gave a recital of the consecrated labors of our 
Missionary in the far-off land of Brazil, and of the circumstances of 
his lamented death. Dr. A. E. Williams, the Bishop, and others, 
spoke of Brother Koger’s zeal and fidelity as a Minister of Jesus 
Christ. 

The name of Hugh A. C. Walker was next called. W. Martin 
read his memoir, and C. H. Pritchard and others spoke of the moral 
worth and ministerial usefulness of the deceased, and of their growing 
affection for him to the time of his death. 

The name of Abner Ervine was called. J. B. W’^ilson read his 
memoir. A. M. Chreitzberg and others spoke of his usefulness as a 
missionary among the blacks, and spoke of commendable traits in his 
character. 

W. T. Capers read the memoir of John Watts, prepared by W. S. 
Martin. T. G. Herbert, H. M. Mood and others paid tributes of 
respect and affection to the memory of this veteran servant of God. 

The Doxology was then sung, and the benediction was pronounced 
by the Bishop. 
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SIXTH DAY— MONDAY. 

Methodist Church, 

Orangeburg, S. C., December 20, 1886. 

Conference met at the usual hour, the Bishop in the chair. Re- 
ligious devotions were conducted by R. P. Franks. 

The Minutes of Saturday's session were read and confirmed, also 
Minutes of the memorial service held on Sunday night were read and 
approved. 

Question XIX. "'What traveling preachers have died during the 
year was called, and the Report of the Committee on Memoirs was 
adopted as a whole. (See Condensed Minutes, p. 18.) 

The Bishop announced that at the close of the service on Sabbath 
morning in the Methodist Church he had ordained four traveling and 
one local preacher to the ofBce of Deacon. (See answers to questions 
9 and 11, Condensed Minutes, p. 17.) 

He also announced that at the same place at the close of the after- 
noon service he had ordained five traveling and one local preacher to 
the office of Elders. (See Condensed Minutes, answers to questions 
13 and 15, p. 17.) 

S. B. Jones read a paper signed by A. B. Stephens, acknowledging 
the truth of the charges on which he had been expelled the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church, South, and craving the forgiveness of his 
brethren, as he was conscious that he had his Heavenly Father's 
forgiveness. 

The application for the restoration of his credentials, which had 
been formally made to the Conference, was then granted. 

On motion, it was ordered that a sufficient amount from the income 
of the Norton Fund be appropriated to R. L. Duffie to place him 
upon an equal footing with the other domestic missionaries. 

The examination of character was resumed, and the preachers of 
the Florence and Marion Districts had their characters examined and 
passed. 

No transfers from other Conferences were reported ; none were dis- 
continued. 

The Committee on Conference Relations submitted their Report, 
recommending that the applications of certain brethren for the 
Superannuated and Supernumerary relations be granted. The Re- 
port was adopted. (See Condensed Minutes, answers to questions 17 
and 18, pp. 17-18.) 

The Committee on Southern Christian Advocate was authorized to 
fill any vacancy that may occur in said Committee. 
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The Report of the Committee on Books and Periodicals was read by 
J. 0. Willson and adopted by the Conference. (See Reports, p. 21.) 

W. Martin read the Report of the Committee on the Bible Cause, 
which was adopted. (See Reports, p. 21.) 

The Report of the Committee on Colportage was read by S. A. 
Weber, and adopted. (See Reports, p. 24.) 

The Report of the Board of Education was read by J. L. Glenn, 
Esq. That part of the Report which recommended the acceptance 
of the proposition of the stockholders of Williamston Female College 
to turn the College over to the Conference on certain conditions 
was, by a vote of 64 to 52, stricken out. 

An amendment offered by S. Lander to that part of the Report 
which asked Conference to appoint him to the Presidency of said 
college was laid on the table. 

P. F. Kistler, on behalf of S. H. Browne and family, presented to 
the Conference the eighteen bound volumes of the Christian Neigh- 
bor which had belonged to Miss 0. Glover Browne, who died last 
March. 

A resolution was adopted accepting the gift, and tendering thanks 
therefor, and ordering that the volumes be deposited in the archives 
of the Historical Society. 

J. Walter Dickson submitted the Report of the Committee on Dis- 
trict Conference Journals, which was adopted. (See Reports, p. 26.) 

J. M. Pike read the Report of the Committee on Temperance, 
which was adopted. (See Reports, p. 25.) 

W. A. Betts submitted the Report of the Committee on the publi- 
cation of the Minutes, which was adopted. (See Reports, p. 27.) 

It was resolved to hold an afternoon session. 

Notices were given and Conference adjourned with the Doxology, 
and benediction by the Bishop. 



SIXTH DAY— AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Methodist Church, 
Orangeburg, S. C., December 20, 1886. 
Conference met at the appointed hour, W. Martin, by appointment 
of the Bishop, in the chair. 

J. W. Wolling conducted the devotional exercises. • 

Additional Minute questions were called. From the Report of the 
Statistical Secretary, it appears that there are within the bounds of 
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this Conference 134 local preachers and 62,008 members, making a 
total, exclusive of traveling preachers, of 62,142. 

Number of adults baptized during the year, 4,430 ; number of in- 
fants, 3,216. 

Number of Sunday schools, 656 ; Sunday school teachers, 4,205 ; 
Sunday school scholars, 36,498. 

The Keport of the Sunday School Board was read by W. A. Rogers 
and adopted. (See Reports, p. 25.') 

Out of 17,000 reported as necessary for the worn-out preachers, and 
widows and orphans of preachers, it appears that the collection for 
this object amounted to 15,190.05, which had been distributed among 
the respective claimants. (See Reports, p. 33. ) 

It was resolved that hereafter the sacrament of the Lord^s Supper 
shall be celebrated at the opening of our annual sessions, and that 
Pastors in charges where our sessions shall be held be requested to 
make provision for this service. (See Resolutions, p. 102.) 

A resolution was adopted constituting the Presiding Elders a Stand- 
ing Committee to appoint the usual Committees ordered by the Con- 
ference, and requesting that they meet the day preceding each annual 
session in order to prepare these nominations, and, further, that they 
make their report early on the first day of the session. 

In grateful recognition of God^s blessing upon us as a Conference 
in the unprecedented additions to our membership during the year, 
by request of the President tern, the body joined in singing the 
Long Metre Doxology. 

Rev. G. G. Smith, of the North Georgia Conference, gave words 
of wholesome counsel on the importance of looking after our young 



converts.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON BIBLE CAUSE. 

“ The entrance of Thy word giveth light,” — Psalm 119, 130. 

The Committee to whom was committed the consideration of the Bible Cause, 
respectfully submit the following Report : 

We may be permitted to begin this Report with a brief extract from the Seven- 
tieth Annual Report of the American Bible Society : “ Men die, institutions live. 

At the age of seventy the human frame shows signs of abating force and eventual 
decay ; but in organizations for Christian work another law prevails — a law of 
constant growth, of abiding energy, of increasing power, of enlarged eflSciency.” 

The American Bible Society had a small beginning seventy years ago ; but in 
its seventieth year, ending in May, 1886, it issued, in over three hundred different ' 

languages and dialects, 1,437,440 volumes of the Holy Scriptures, to almost every 
nation under the heavens ; a larger number than ever before in any one year. 

Showing that this grand enterprise, with increasing years, is putting on increasing 
power and vigor for still more extensive usefulness, and still bringing forth fruit 
in old age. 

In the seventy years of its existence the 'American Bible Society has issued, 
in all, 46,877,646 copies of the Word of God. What tongue can tell, what pen 
describe, the effect these millions of that blessed word, “ the entrance” of which 
“ giveth light,” has upon our own country and upon the heathen world, “the 
dark places of the earth full of the habitations of cruelty,” to whom its leaves 
have gone so freely, so widespread for the healing of the nations ? To how many 
has it been “ a lamp unto their feet and a light unto their path ?” But there is 
still much, very much, to be done. Millions of men and women are still groping 
their way in darkness — strangers to that precious Word — who have still never 
seen its glorious light nor felt its saving power. Even in our own- highly favored 
State, there is, after all our efforts, still a painful destitution of the Word of Life, 
notwithstanding the American Bible Society has its agents, with its auxiliaries all ^ 

the time more or less employed, in supplementing our wants. 

These facts call loudly for our continued sympathies, our efforts and our 
prayers in behalf of the Society and its agencies. We therefore earnestly recom- 
mend the adoption of the following resolutions : 

Besolved, 1st. That we renew our former pledges to the American Bible Society, 
and our unceasing interest in the great work of Bible distribution. 

2nd. That we will welcome the agents of the American Bible Society to our 
several fields of labor, and co-operate with them in their high and holy work. 

3rd. That we will at least once in the coming year present the claims of the 
Bible Cause to our congregations, and urge them to a deeper interest in its opera- 
tions. WILLIAM MARTIN, Chairman. 



REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

The Committee on Books and Periodicals have considered the interests commit- 
ted to it, and report : 

I. Our Publishing House continues to prosper. The buildings have been re- 
paired and improved. The business has increased. The debt has been reduced 
to about $70,000 or $80,000. 
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II. The Books of the House are about as carried by the management last year. 
Our Standards are kept in stock, a few new books have been issued, and the sup- 
ply for Sunday school libraries is substantially as heretofore. The Committee 
still believe that there is not such a collection of books for our people and for Sun- 
day school libraries as is needed. We should be able to furnish better and more 
attractive reading than we do. 

The New Discipline has had a large circulation, but deserves a place in every 
Methodist home. It is the best arranged Discipline which has been issued, and 
there are many changes in our law which ought to be known by all. 

III. Our periodicals are creditable, and are steadily growing in circulation. 
The Nashville Advocate has improved. The senior editor preserves his well es- 
tablished reputation, and the assistant editor, the Rev. Warren A. Candler, has 
already proven his ability as a writer. The paper now has about 37,000 subscrib- 
ers. The Beview is now published by our House, and is edited by the Rev. W. 
P. Harrison, Book Editor of our Church. It is issued six times a year, and the 
price is but $3.00 per annum. Liberal support is promised, and the periodical 
will have every chance for success. Our Sunday School Magazine, Lesson Quar- 
terlies and Papers are very good productions, and are widely used. The Commit- 
tee wish that our Church had a well graded series of Catechisms. Nothing can 
ground our children in Methodist doctrine so well as the study of the Catechism 
in home and Sunday school. So important is this matter that the Committee 
urge the circulation and use of the Catechism we have, until all we need is fur- 
nished. 

IV. Our House now advertises a supply of cheap Tracts. It is unfortunate 
that this means of doing Christian work has been neglected. The new venture of 
our House affords an opportunity to restore it. 

V. The General Conference ordered a revision of the Hymn Book. A compe- 
tent Committee has been appointed to do this work. This task will require much 
time and labor. It is to be hoped that the Committee of Revision will retain most 
of the purely Wesleyan hymns in the present book, and will be slow to admit too 
many songs of the type now prevailing. Meantime the present book should be 
reduced in price to the lowest possible amount, in view of its early displacement 
by the book now being prepared. 

VI. The Southern Christian Advocate, our Conference organ, deserves particu- 
lar mention. The editor has been fully equal to his work, and in the past year 
has given to our Church an excellent paper. But good as our Advocate has been 
in past years, we are promised marked improvement for the future. The con- 
tract to publish it four years, beginning January 1st, 1887, has been awarded 
to Mr, Charles A. Calvo, Jr., of Columbia, S. C., who is to issue, with good 
paper, new type and improved presses and material, a six-column, eight-page news- 
paper, and to do all the work in first class style. The price to subscribers remains 
at $3.00 a year, except that preachers will now receive the paper at $1.00 a year. 
In addition to these improvements, the editor has secured valuable help in an im- 
portant department. Dr. James H. Carlisle will furnish the Sunday School Les- 
son studies. This supplies a need which has been felt by many readers, and the 
well known ability of Dr. Carlisle assures the most scholarly and striking com- 
mentary upon the subjects studied. Our Advocate needs a standing department 
on Missions. With that, it will be all we can wish for. 

The Committee desire to say that it is necessary that our preachers and people 
should redouble their efforts to sustain our home paper. The publisher is plan- 
ning liberally, the editor promises faithful work, and they should be sustained. 
The circulation can and ought to be increased to 6,000 or 7,000 subscribers. The 
Committee urge that distinct and earnest effort be made to raise the circulation to 
6,000 in the coming year. 

In concluding their Report, the following recommendations are offered : 

1, The Committee renew the recommendation that our Publishing House 
should use greater effort to furnish better books, -particularly for Sunday school 
libraries, and at reduced prices. 

3. The Committee recommend that the price of Sunday school periodicals be 
reduced further and to the lowest price, so as to place them in easiest reach of the 
poorest of our people. 
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3. The Committee further recommend that our people, our churches and our 
Sunday schools be urged to use our own books and periodicals. 

4. As a special Committee has been charged with the subject of colportage, this 
Committee simply reaffirms its belief that such work is urgently demanded.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

The development of the educational idea indicates the State and the Church as 
the future purveyor of higher education. Primary education seems solely for the 
State. The State has entered this field as an active competitor of the Church. 
The competition should incite us to vigorous effort. It will oi>erate as a test, 
both of the vitality of the Church colleges and of the devotion of the Church to 
them. It will kill the unsustained institutions, or arouse the Church to their 
patriotie support. We need fear this rivalry only if we neglect to endow and 
patronize our own colleges, and, failing in this, we shall deserve the disastrous 
results of our own disloyalty. 

Wofford College. 

This institution needs endowment, needs students. Ten years of unstinted 
labor to supply these needs have realized little for the former, and have seen a 
steady decrease, of late, in the number of the latter. The great need of Wofford 
is not money, poof though she is ; is not students, necessary as they are. It is 
something from which both endowment and patronage shall result, with the 
directness and certainty of effect from cause. That need is the intelligent appre- 
ciation, the loyal devotion, the active support of South Carolina Methodism. The 
prime condition of this most needful suecor is diligent, faithful labor on the part 
of our preachers in representing the College before the people, at all times, in 
public and private, thus acquainting them not only with its claims and needs, but 
also with its aims and methods, and its uses and benefits as well. Without this 
diligence of the ministry, and this devotion of the Church, the largest endowment 
would only emphasize the futility of the most admirable provision when unappre- 
ciated by its beneficiaries. This devotion and support Wofford has not yet gained 
from its own people. It is the boast of the State College that nearly fifty young 
men of Methodist connections are attending its institution. The undeniable fact 
thus brought to light, that nearly one-third of the Church’s patronage goes to an 
institution considered by many to be hostile to Church colleges, is a staggering 
blow to Wofford, a shame to Methodism, and a stinging rebuke to the lukewarm- 
ness Of those whose duty it is to turn their young men to their own college, and 
thus seek to save them to their Church. 

The Faculty of the College are devoting their time and energies, not only to 
their specific work of instruction, but to representing the College among the 
people. This, however, will accomplish but little, compared with what the 
preachers might do by each one’s becoming, in the bounds of his own work, the 
agent of the College, for the solicitation of money and patronage, and the arous- 
ing of the people to the supporting of their own institution. If Wofford can 
gain a devoted agent in the person of every Methodist preacher, and win the rich 
endowment of the people’s affection, her halls will soon be filled with students 
and her treasury with all needful endowment. 

Your Board cannot too highly commend the present management of the insti- 
tution. Its standard of scholarship is equal to that of the best institutions in the 
South ; its Faculty rank among the best educators in the country, and it affords 
every facility for the most intellectual and moral training. Your Board would 
urge upon the preachers the great importance of collecting the assessments upon 
their various charges the ensuing year. Such collection is absolutely required to 
meet the current expenses of the institution. 

Attention is respectfully asked to the Report of the Faculty of the College, sub- 
mitted with this Report, and also to the Report of your Committee submitted last 
year, and found on page 21 of the Minutes of last Conference. 
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Columbia Female College. 

It is with pleasure that we report the continued prosperity and usefulness of 
this institution of learning. With a full and efficient corps of teachers, an ex- 
cellent course of study, a well conducted boarding department, and thoroughly 
furnished dormitories and recitation rooms, the College is well prepared to care 
for the health, comfort and mental training of its pupils. The College, we are 
pleased to know, is steadily growing in patronage and popularity, and there are, 
at present, a larger number of boarding pupils in attendance than at any period 
for a number of years. The College is most heartily commended to the members 
of the Church, and the citizens of the State, as a suitable place for the careful, 
Christian education of their daughters. 

The Cokesbury Conference School. 

The Rector, Mr. C. C. Reed, reports this school as having closed another year 
of successful school work. Fifty-eight pupils were enrolled during the year. 
Their deportment was good, and where the attendance was regular results were 
satisfactory. 

Paine Institnte. 

We are pleased to report this institution still in operation, and doing good 
work. All persons who have not yet paid their subscriptions to this institution 
are urged to do so without delay. The proposed gift of $25,000 has not yet been 
paid, b^ecause of the failure of the Church to comply with the terms of the gift. 
The interest, however, is being paid by the generous donor, while waiting for the 
performance of the Church’s undertaking set forth in the Rqjport of your Board 
in the Minutes of the last Conference.

The Committee for each District shall consist of the Presiding Elder and 
the aforesaid layman, whose duty it shall be to authorize and employ a colporteur 
or colporteurs as the demands of the work may seem to warrant. 

3rd. The remuneration of the colporteur shall consist of the profits on the 
books sold by him, and in no case shall an assessment be made for his support. 

In furtherance of the foregoing plan, your Committee recommend to the Con- 
ference the election of the following laymen on the Board of Colportage : Charles- 
ton District, V. C. Dibble ; Orangeburg District, H. G. Sheridan ; Marion Dis- 
trict, F. F. Covington ; Florence District, W. A. Brunson ; Sumter District, R.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

It is gratifying to note the increasing opposition, both to the use and sale of in- 
toxicating liquors. Everywhere public sentiment is being trained to frown down 
this iniquitous business, and the day has dawned when the Chm*ch must be awake 
to a question involving such immense issues. The temperance principles of our 
JHethodism commit its ministry and laity to the temperance cause. While we are 
encouraged by our past achievements, we are still mindful that the end is not yet. 
Therefore, be it 

Resolved, 1. That we declare ourselves in sympathy with the prohibitory move- 
ment, and that we will use all legitimate means to advance prohibition. 

2. That we condemn the use of intoxicants at social gatherings, and earnestly 
request our people not to indulge in such dangerous customs. 

3. That the attention of the teachers of our Sunday schools be called to the 
importance of an early inculcation of temperance principles among the children. 

4. That, as ministers, we will endeavor to preach at least once at each Church 
in our respective charges during the year on temperance. 

5. That we commend the Temperance Worker to our people for their support, 

and that we will encourage, as far as possible, the circulation of temperance lit- 
erature.

REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

The Sunday School Board has endeavored to secure information from all sources 
within its reach, and from the data furnished is prepared to report that the con- 
dition of Sunday school work witliin the bounds of our Conference affords ground 
for encouragement — greater, perhaps, than ever before. But while this statement 
is true, it would be far more so but for reasons, two of which we would empha- 
size ; 

1st. The great fact that the Sunday school should be composed of fathers and 
mothers, the middle-aged and old as well as of children, is largely ignored. If 
the highest point is ever reached in this great work, it will furnish the Church with 
a sight, the moral grandeur of which will attract the gaze of angels — old age and 
youth everywhere blended in the study of the word of God. 

2nd. The second reason is, that the Sunday school is too generally superficial. 
The teacher asks the question; the pupil answers it; but often the great, vital 
truth which is contained in the answer is left unexplained and unknown, and thus 
opportunities of reaching the great end of all Sunday school work, viz., the lead- 
ing of the pupil unto the knowledge of the truth as it is in Jesus, are largely 
thrown away. We may have numbers and all the aids and appliances furnished 
by modern Sunday school agencies, but unless our work leads directly to the cross 
and salvation it is in vain.

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Methodism in her origin and subsequent history is committed to this work, and 
in this way. Let draw back who will, we cannot recede from this position. By 
the grace of God, the future of our Church is largely wrapped up in this work 
Let the doctrines of the Word of God be taught and impressed — let the Catechism 
have its proper and important place, and our future Church membership will be 
composed of Methodists, and Methodists with an experience. Let us not by M"ork 
neglected, or poorly done, imperil these sacred interests. The importance of this 
injunction is solemnly apparent when we inform you that we have under our in- 
struction 36,311 pupils, being an increase of 5,763, and a total of officers, teachers 
and pupils of 39,3yo. We report an average of one school to each Church, the 
greater proportion of which are carried on during the entire year. But few union 
schools are reported. W ith very few exceptions. Pastors report that special atten- 
tion is being given to bringing the children to Christ and instructing them in the 
way of eternal life. From the information furnished, we find that 3,733 have 
been brought into the Church from our schools during the year, which is about 
half of the entire net increase in our Church membership. Blessed fact ! How 
full of hope ! 

The very large majority of teachers are members of the Church The Sunday 
School Missionary Societies are growing in number and efficiency, and through 
these, working either in conjunction with the W. M. S. or the parent Board, 
about $1,200 has been raised. We would urge Pastors to see to it that our schools 
are in fact what they are in theory — every one a Sunday School Missionary Society, 
and that our children be trained, not only in the spiritual, but also in the material 
concerns of the Church. Let them intelligently comprehend the machinery of 
the Church and her holy aims, and efficient Stewards will not be wanting in the 
generation to come, nor will there be any lack of funds to meet the great demands 
of our work in all departments. The observance of Children’s Day is becoming 
more common, and without exception good results are reported. We urge upon 
Pastors and Superintendents the observance of this day, leaving the time optional 
with each school. 

Our children are reading — and what are they reading ? The most probable 
answer is fearful. We cannot too earnestly urge upon Superintendents and 
parents the importance of patronizing our Sunday school publications, our books 
and Sunday School Visitor. Let the children have good food. And here we 
would most heartily congratulate the Conference upon the very excellent, and 
constantly improving periodical literature furnished by the Publishing House of 
our Church for the use of Sunday schools. 

The Board recommends the adoption of the following resolutions : 

ResoUed, 1st. That regarding the Sunday school of the present as comprising 
the Church of the future, we will do all in our power to implant in the hearts of 
the young those precious principles which, being matured, will spring up and 
become fruitful unto eternal life ; and that we will endeavor to train the young 
in the doctrine and polity of our Church, thus preparing them for active and in- 
telligent membership. 

2nd That we will observe the order of the Conference requiring each Pastor 
to report, in a foot note in the statistical sheet, the number brought into the 
Church annually from the Sunday schools.

Instead of the term President being annexed to the signature of the presiding 
officer, we find the suffix P. E. A considerable part of what seems to have been 
the proceedings of the Conference is recorded under the heading of the term Ap- 
pendix, and without the names of the President and Secretary. There is no roll 
of members. 

Cokesbury District. 

This record is elegantly kept in every particular. 
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Marion District. 

While this record is very neatly kept, a few erasures and omissions occur. 

Term pastor in charge is used for preacher in charge In the supplement there 
is no number or figure to distinguish the different reports or subjects. Two of the 
articles in the supplement are not referred to in the Minutes. Otherwise it is well 
kept. 

Florence District. 

This record is neatly and correctly kept in general. 

Spartanburg District. 

The Secretary has failed in a good many instances to make a proper use of 
commas and colons, and there are a few mistakes in orthography. About the 
only thing deserving of special criticism is the use of figures where words should 
have been written. 

It should be stated that this journal is very neatly kept, and conveniently 
arranged with marginal references. 

Columbia District. 

This record has the suffix P. E. in connection with the presiding officer, whereas 
it should be President. Otherwise this record is very excellent. 

Chester District. 

The record of Chester District is well kept, except a few errors in orthography, 

Orangeburg District. 

This record is worthy of all commendation, except one blot. 

Charleston District. 

No unfavorable comment can be made on this record. 

Greenville District. 

In this record there is no complete roll of the members of the Conference. 
There is no mention of any one occupying the chair at any time, though Bishop 
Duncan is mentioned as having been present in the first session and making the 
opening prayer (and seems to have been present during the whole Conference.) 
The journal is signed by the P. E. as such, and not as President. Otherwise this 
journal is well kept.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DOMESTIC MISSIONS. 

The Board of Missions of the South Carolina Conference, M. E. Church, South, 
met in the Methodist Church, Orangeburg, S. C., at 10 o’clock A. M., December 
14, 1886, Rev. W. C. Power, President, in the chair. The devotional exercises 
were conducted by the President. 

The interests of the several Mission fields in charge of the Board were consid- 
ered. 

Besides the Missions proper, aid has been granted to a number of weak Circuits, 
which could not be served eflaciently without such aid. 

The reports from the strictly Mission fields, under the care of the Board, are 
as follows : 

Cumberland Mission, Charleston, reports 272 white members, 82 of whom were 
added this year. Infants baptized, 30 ; adults, 2. One Sunday school, 34 officers 
and teachers, 314 pupils. One church building, valued at $3,000. Collected for 
Ministerial support, $522.25 ; for Conference collections, $30 ; Foreign Missions, 
$66 ; Domestic Missions, ^0 ; Education, $20 ; Bishops, $4 ; publication of 
5linutes, $ . An increase in these collections over last year of $205.75. 

This Mission was continued. 

Columbia City Mission reports 126 white members, 10 infants baptized, and 25 
adults. Two Sunday schools, 14 officers and teachers, 120 pupils. Volumes in 
library, 450. Two church buildings, valued at $2,200. Paid for Ministerial sup- 
port, $102.03 ; for Conference collections, $10 ; for Sunday Schools, $44.91 ; pub- 
lication of Minutes, $1.50 ; for building and repairs, $751 ; for other benevolent 
enterprises, $50. 

This Mission was continued. 

Parksville Mission reports 134 members, 51 of whom were received during the 
present year ; 3 infants baptized, adults, 14. Four Sunday schools, 29 officers 
and teachers, 228 pupils. Five church buildings, valued at $3,900. A new 
church built this year. Raised for building and repairs, $985.45. Spiritual con- 
dition good. Twenty-seven families out of thirty-four hold family prayers. 
About three-fourths of the male members pray in public. Twenty-five families 
take the Southern Christian Advocate. Raised for Ministerial support, $218.35 ; 
for Foreign Missions, $15 ; Domestic Missions, $8 ; other Conference purposes, 
$4.67 ; for Sunday schools, $30.40 ; benevolent enterprises, $22.15. 

This Mission was continued. 

Oconee Mission reports 6 churches, 220 members ; 16 infants and 38 adults bap- 
tized. Four Sunday schools, 22 officers and teachers, and 242 pupils. Value of 
church buildings, $1,250. Raised for Ministerial support, $86.95 ; Foreign Mis- 
sions, $4 ; Domestic, $9.50 ; Education, $2 ; Bishops, $1 ; Publication of Min- 
utes, $1 ; Sunday schools, $33. 

This Mission was continued. 

Spartanburg City Mission reports 150 members. Two Sunday schools, 200 
pupils. Raised for Ministerial support, $60 ; benevolent enterprises, $70.

“ Precious in the sight of the Lord is the death of His Saints.” — Psalm cxvi, 15. 

Rev. Hugh A. C. Walkeb, a holy man of God, who, after 
faithfully serving his own generation by the will of God for more 
than fifty years, sweetly fell on sleep at the residence of his son. 
Major J. B. White, of Marion, S. C., 22d May, 1886, in the 77th 
year of his age, and the 56th of his ministry as a traveling preacher 
in the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. Mark the perfect 
man and' behold the upright, for the end of that man is peace. 
Brother Walker no doubt had his faults, for he was human; but 
if he had a fault, I, in an intimate acquaintance with him of more 
than half a century, failed to discover it. Brother W^ker as a 
man was meek, gentle, patient, persevering, sincere, honest and 
accurate in everything. Calm, dignified, never confused, never 
in a hurry, but always in time, always prompt and punctual in his 
dealings with his fellow men, and hence he ever had a good report 
of them that are without. He had the confidence of all, high and 
low, rich and poor, white and colored. As a Christian, Brother 
Walker walked with God. From the hour of his conversion, 
which occurred early in life, he was wholly consecrated to God 
and His most holy service. Throughout life, even to the day of 
his death, his daily walk and conversation were ever in keeping 
with the teachings of God’s blessed word. 

In him the grace of humility was largely developed. He led a 
consistent Christian life devoted to God. He loved God supremely ; 
he loved His law, and he had great peace. He did earnestly 
search the Scriptures. Would that all our young brethren could 
see with what care the margin of nearly every page in his Bible 
was marked with notes, comparisons and comments. He was 
wise in the Scriptures. He loved his fellow men. He had a 
warm heart like his beloved Master. His heart would embrace 
all mankind and bring them all to the inheritance of the Saints 
in light. He was eminently social in his feelings and habits. 
One said of him: “Brother Walker carries his heart in his 
hands and hence he drew all to him. He was greatly beloved 
wherever he went. The little children loved “ Uncle Walker.” 
All felt in his presence that he was a man of God. They took 
knowledge of him that he had been with Jesus. As a Methodist 
preacher. Brother Walker, while liberal to all, was a true Wes- 
leyan. He loved the Church of his early choice. He loved her 
doctrines, her discipline, her institutions, her ordinances, her 
modes of worship, her hymns of praise, her catholic spirit, and 
perhaps no man amongst us understood more fully or appreciated 
more highly the genius of Methodism than he, and accordingly 
he was looked up to and trusted. In matters of Church discipline 
he had the confidence of all his brethren. His opinions had great 
infiuence in the councils of the Church, both in the Annual and 
General Conferences. As a preacher. Brother Walker, like young 
Timothy, from a child had known the Holy Scriptures, which 
were able to make him wise, and did make him wise unto salva- 
tion through faith which is in Christ Jesus, and by which he 
became, like ApoUos, “mighty in the Scriptures,” rightly 
dividing the Word of Truth, throwing light on every subject he 
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undertook. He was a clear, sound, logical expounder of the 
Word of God ; an intelligent, instructive preacher of the glorious 
Gospel of the4)lessed God. His manner in the pulpit was some- 
times a little too slow for the popular taste, but he was always 
interesting and edifying to the attentive listener. No doubt many 
redeemed souls who were brought to Christ through his ministry 
were waiting with rapturous joy at the pearly gates to greet him 
on that happy day of his transit from the toils and cares of 
earth to the joys and bliss of heaven, and to welcome him to his 
everlasting rest. 

As a member of the Conference, Brother Walker was highly 
esteemed, loved and honored. He had in a peculiar degree the 
confidence of his brethren, serving them for many years as their 
representative to the General Conference and on various Boards 
of trust and responsibility. 

He was admitted on trial in the South Carolina Conference in 
Fayetteville, N. C., in January, 1831, and in all the relations of 
an itinerant Methodist preacher for more than fifty years of 
effective service — as a junior on a Circuit, as prejx;her in charge. 
Station, Mission or District, or as agent for some Church enter- 
prise — in every position he acquitted himself faithfully, accept- 
ably and usefully. As a Presiding Elder he excelled. Brother 
Walker was bom in Antrim County, near Belfast, Ireland, but 
came with his parents in early life to this country, and settled in 
South Carolina, where he spent nearly all of his long and useful 
life, like his Divine Master, “ going about doing good.” He 
never was robust, but always made the best use of what he had. 
After more than fifty years of active and efficient service in the 
regular itinerant work, and now nearing his three score and ten 
in age, his health and strength so far gave way that he felt him- 
self reluctantly compelled to retire from the effective work and to 
ask for a superannuated relation. But still, though in feebleness 
of body, he continued to do what he could for the advancement 
of the cause he loved so well, for the old fire still burned within 
him as heretofore. He answered to his name at every roll call at 
Conference except the last, when he had grown too feeble to 
attend, yet still filling his place in the House of God until the end 
came, and the Master graciously bade him lay down his well- 
worn armor and cease at once to work and live. He spent his 
last earthly Sabbath in the sanctuary of God among his worship- 
pers, and his last act there was to point a penitent at the altar to 
the Lamb of God as the Saviour of sinners. 

Verily, “ he being dead, yet spealceth,”

REV. ABNER ERVINE. 



Rev. Akner Ervtne was born in Lenoir, N. C., November 14, 
1828. Very early in life he was brought to Sumter County, S. 
C., where he was reared by his uncle. He received the educa- 
tional advantages afforded by the common schools of the country 
at that period, and by diligence laid a good foimdation, upon 
which he built well in his maturer years. Especially was he 
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diligent in the study of the glorious doctrines of Methodism, and 
he loved those doctrines with a deep and steady affection. Early 
in life by the preaching and godly deportment of Bishop Capers, 
and others, he was religiously impressed, but it was not until the 
Autumn of 1846 that he found peace by believing on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, About this he had become deeply convicted of his 
personal need of salvation, and sought and found pardon and 
peace. ^ His conversion was clear and satisfactory. He said to 
the writer just prior to his death, that he had never doubted his 
conversion at that time. Soon after his conversion he felt that he 
was called of God to the work of the ministry, and at once 
applied for license to preach. Thus at the age of 18 years he laid 
himself upon the altar of the Church, and began hiis great life 
work. In January, 1847, he was admitted, on trial, into the 
South Carolina Conference, and for 39 years did the work of a 
faithful minister of the Lord Jesus Christ. From the mountains 
to the seaboard, through heat and cold, and in peril and suffering 
often times, always and everywhere, when duty called he cheer- 
fully responded. As a preacher all may be told in few words. 
He was a good preacher. His sermons were plain and practical. 
He made not so much effort to adorn with the figures of rhetoric 
as to present the plain truth plainly. He trusted in the power of 
the word to convict and save. So it did, for he had many seals 
to his ministry. In December, 1883, he was made supernumer- 
ary, and December, 1884, he was superannuated. Thus it will 
be seen that he was in the regular work for 36 years, supernumer- 
ary one year, and a superannuate two years. During the last two 
years of his life he resided at Black’s, S. C., where the writer 
was intimately associated with him. He was a deeply pious man, 
fully committed to the work of an itinerant Methodist preacher. 
He felt a deep concern in whatever pertained to the interests of 
the Church. Ardent in his affections for his brethren of the 
ministry, and untiring in his zeal for the cause of the Master. 
Only a short time before his death he assisted, as far as he was 
able, in a revival meeting in Union County, which he greatly en- 
joyed. He preached his last sermon on August the 8th, 1886. 
After preaching on that day with great difficulty, on account of 
the irritated condition of his throat, he was prostrated to rise no 
more. For nearly three weeks he suffered greatly but patiently, 
and passed away in peace August 26, 1886.

REV. GEORGE HENDLY WELLS. 



Rev. George Hendlt Wells was born in Green County, 
East Tennessee, December 7, 1834, and died at his home in Tim- 
monsville, S. C., February 14, 1886. Brother Wells entered the 
8. C. Conference in 1858, and served the Master faithfully on 
Circuits, in the army and on stations for twenty-five years. 

In 1883, having suffered from paralysis for several years, he 
was granted a superannuated relation, and on the 3d of October 
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of that year he moved to Timmonsville to await the final move 
from the Church below to the Church above. 

Brother Wells was a preacher of more than ordina^ ability. 
He could have filled acceptably and profitably any appointment in 
the S. C. Conference. He was an organizer in Church work, hav- 
ing at Timmonsville the first auxiliary of the Woman’s Missionary 
Society of the South Carolina Conference, January 24, 1879. He 
had also the honor of being among the first to organize the Dar- 
lington County Sunday School Convention, and was its first Presi- 
dent. It is significant that his last official act was an address 
before the Quarterly Conference on Saturday, the day before his 
death, in the interest of the Sunday school cause ; thus making 
true his own statement some years previous: “I expect to go 
down battling for the children.” Like Barnabus, Brother Wells 
was “a good man, full of the Holy Ghost and of faith.” After 
the special meeting in Charleston, conducted by Dr. J. S. Inskip, 
he experienced the blessing of perfect love, which doctrine he 
preached both in and out of the pulpit. In his diary of February 
6, 1886, he writes : “ Abstinence day ! how blessed its sweet rest 
in Jesus. The book in which I am reading a chapter each day is 
a delightful one. The 12th chapter treats about God. Is He 
everything ? I answer, yes 1 yes ! As I look back over my past 
life I see glimpses of His hand ; and my faith in Him makes me 
know that He doeth all things well. It was a wonder to many 
that I should be sent back to Timmonsville from Trinity, but I 
know now that what was a trial to me and my family was a bless- 
ing. Jesus corrected me and kept me humble by it until I realized 
in my heart conscious communion with him, and in a moment 
took out of me all the wickedness that was in me, and filled me 
with pure. love to God and man. I have grown greatly since 
then, and now I see the mistakes and errors of my former life, and 
wait to be yet enlightened more fully in the knowledge and love of 
God. This book — ‘ Christian Secret of a Happy Life,’ has brought 
me nearer to the blessed Jesus each day. My own heart has told me 
that I ought to be entirely laid upon the altar, and now I am 
waiting to be entirely laid there. O ! Jesus help me, lam Thine. 
I am wilUng to speak for Thee, to do for Thee, and, if need be, to 
die for Thee,” These quotations reveal to us the true spirit of this 
man of God. 

After leading in prayer during the morning service, the day 
before his death. Brother Wells said : “I want to give my testi- 
mony : I am dead to sin, and alive unto Christ. I know I am His 
child, and if faithful to the end I am sure I shall have a home in 
heaven. The prayer meeting last Thursday night was the hap- 
piest hour of my life.” He attended church again at night, and on 
returning home prepared for the approaching Sabbath. Having 
retired to rest about 11 o’clock, he said to his wife : “I cannot 
swallow,” and spoke no more. Paralysis had done its work. 

“At midnight came the cry. 

To meet thy God prepare ; 

He woke and caught his Captain’s eye. 

Then strong in faith and prayer. 

His spirit with a bound 
Left its encumbering clay ; 

His tent at sunrise, on the ground, 

A darkened ruin lay.” 

He had entered through the gates into the citv.

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REV. CHARLES CARROLL 
FISHBURNE. 



Rev. Charles Carroll Fishburne was born in Barnwell 
County, S. C., March 4, 1845. He was the son of intelligent and 
pious parents. He was under serious impressions from his early 
boyhood, and joined the Methodist Church on probation when 
but a lad, but was not received into the Church until after his 
conversion under the preaching of Rev. H. A. C. Walker in 1858. 

Soon after this he attended the Conference School at Cokes- 
bury, where he maintained the character of a consistent, working 
Christian. He bore himself well during the war, where he served 
as a private in the ranks. He was a good soldier ; and, what is 
better, he was a good soldier of Jesus Christ. He was licensed to 
exhort in his nineteenth year, and to preach in 1863. 

From 1863 to 1873, at which time he joined the South Carolina 
Conference, he was quite effective in the local ranks, and at differ- 
ent times served as a supply on Circuits convenient to his planta- 
tion in Barnwell County. He did effective work on Circuits from 
1872 to 1885, closing his earthly labors on Santee Circuit Decem- 
ber, 1885. He was a faithful laborer in the vineyard of the Lord. 
He worked for immediate results, and it was his satisfaction to 
see the fruits of his consecrated labors. He was a good preacher 
after the Wesleyan type. His sermons followed our Standards of 
Doctrine, and abounded in the words and illustrations of the 
Scriptures. He prepared them closely, and frequently delivered 
them with great liberty. His home life was beautiful. He leaves 
a widow and eight children rich only in the legacy of his good 
name.

JAMES W. KOCER. 



Rev. James W. Koger was born in Colleton County, S. C., 
August 10th, 1852, and fell at his post as a Missionary of the 
Cross at San Paulo, Empire of Brazil, January 28th, 1886. 

He was descended from a family who were among the first to 
connect themselves with the early Methodists of South Carolina. 
His paternal grandfather. Rev. James Roger, was one of the 
members of the South Carolina Conference in the first part of the 
present century. His own father was a local preacher in our 
Church. From childhood he exhibited those pure and lovely 
traits of character which afterwards so beautifully adorned his 
noble manhood. At eight years of age he read the New Testa- 
ment from beginning to end. At sixteen he conducted family 
worship in his widowed mother’s home, thus early commencing 
that active work in the Master’s vineyard which he never ceased 
until called to his reward. His conversion, which took place 
when he was a mere lad, manifested itself so clearly and fully in 
his character and general deportment, that there was no room for 
doubt in regard to the depth and genuineness of the work. This 
blessed experience was realized under the ministry of the Rev. 
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Andrew Green. He was received into full connection in the 
Church soon after his conversion, and was licensed to preach 
while a student at Wofford College. While at college he was a 
diligent student, improving every opportunity of developing his 
mind and preparing himself for the work to which God had 
called him. 

He graduated in the Summer of 1878, and in December of the 
same year was admitted on trial into the South Carolina Confer- 
ence. 

In 1879-80 he was stationed at Kingstree, S. C., where he did 
faithful work. I was jieculiarly impressed with the self-sacrific- 
ing and catholic spirit of our brother at this time. His entire 
being seemed to be enlisted in the work of the Lord. 

January 7th, 1880, he was married to Miss Fannie S. Smith, a 
daughter of one of our most devoted and useful local preachers, 
in whom he obtained in every sense of the term a “helpmeet” 
indeed. After he had been accepted by the Board of Missions for 
the Foreign work he was appointed to the Clarendon Circuit 
until arrangements could be made for his depart ore for Brazil. 
During the few months he spent on the Clarendon Circuit he 
concentrated all his energies of body and mind upon his work. 

Brother Koger was ordained Deacon in 1880 and Elder in 1881. 

March 26th, 1881 , he bade farewell to friends and native land, 
and sailed for Brazil to engage in Missionary work in that vast 
Empire. After he became “ our Missionary to Brazil,” his field 
of labor being so greatly enlarged, his work was brought more 
prominently before the Church and the public, and in this way 
his exalted character and infiuence were brought to bear more 
extensively upon his fellow men. That he was well qualified for 
the work to which he had been appointed by the Church cannot 
be questioned. 

He was endowed with intellectual qualities of a high order. 
Among these we notice his quick apprehension, sound and dis- 
criminating judgment, retentive memory, and his capacity for 
acquiring knowledge of all kinds, and using that knowledge 
wisely and well. But the qualities that peculiarly fitted him for 
the great work to which he was called were of a spiritual nature, 
and are worthy of more than a passing notice. Conspicuous 
among these were his deep humility and unaffected modesty, his 
sympathy and disinterested charity, his unwavering faith and 
unquenchable zeal. With such elevated traits of character as 
those we have just mentioned, he was evidently a “chosen vessel,” 
prepared of God for the work whereunto he was called. 

As soon as he arrived in Brazil he began to work, as far as cir- 
cumstances permitted, with his usual energy and perseverance. 
While engaged in the study of the Portuguese language, which 
was necessary in order that he might be prepared to preach to the 
people in their native tongue, he devoted all the time he could 
spare from his studies to the work of building up the cause of 
Christ among the English speaking people with whom he came in 
contact. As soon as he was able to speak the Portuguese language 
he began “to preach and teach Jesus” to all classes of the people, 
as far as time and opportunity permitted. In this work he met 
with many obstacles, and at times with bitter and determined 
opposition. The chains of Popery have been so long around the 
people of Brazil, that it is very difficult, and in some respects a 
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dangerous work, to attempt to establish Protestant Christianity in 
that Empire. And yet our Koger, with the martyr spirit which 
characterized the first “ Missionaries of the Cross,” went fearlessly 
on in his great and good work of preaching the “glorious Gospel 
of the blessed God ” to the inhabitants of this priest-ridden and 
benighted land. As evidence of his zeal and fidelity in his life- 
work, we notice his appointment to the office of Superintendent 
of the Brazil Mission. Though the responsibilities of this position 
were very great, and the work required most arduous, yet we find 
him constantly engaged in direct personal effort to bring souls to 
Chiist. He talked to the people wherever he met them, and also 
the Romish priests, about their individual salvation, and offered 
Christ M a. present and all-sufficient Saviour to all who would 
listen to' his appeals. 

He did not even pass by the miserable beggars who are found 
in the streets and highways of that country, but invited them to 
come to Jesus that they might find rest to their souls. Thus, 
during all the years he lived at Brazil was he in “ labors abund- 
ant,” “in season, out of season,” letting no opportunity pass un- 
improved, but consecrating all his energies and talents to the work 
of leading men to Christ. His life was so pure and blameless, and 
his labors were so earnest and self-sacrificing, that he won the 
respect and confidence of Roman Catholics, and even of the 
Jesuits, and after his death there were many expressions of regret 
at his loss, and declarations were made which indicated that his 
character and work had made very deep and favorable religious 
impressions upon the people of that land. Doubtless the “ bread 
he has cast upon the waters” in that great Empire “will be 
gathered after many days.” 

In his last illness his sufferings were so great that he did not 
speak much, but when he did, it was always with a strong assur- 
ance of his implicit confidence in the great sacrificial death of our 
kinsman Redeemer. 

The disease which caused his death and thus deprived the 
Church of one of her most devoted and useful ministers was con- 
tracted by him in the discharge of his duties as Superintendent of 
the Brazil Mission. Truly, he fell at his post, fully equipped for 
the work in which he was so zealously engaged, yet ready for the 
summons when it came for him to exchange the toils of earth for 
the rest of heaven.

Conference Boards, Etc. * 

COIVSTITTJTIOIV A_IVI> BY-LAW©. 

I.— CONSTITUTION. 

Article I. This Association shall be called The South Carolina Annual 
Conference Brotherhood. 

Art. II. The Officers of this Association shall be a President, a Vice-President 
and a Secretary and Treasurer, who shall hold their offices until fheir successors 
shall be elected, and who together shall constitute a Board of Trustees, for the 
investment and application of all funds that may come into their hands. 

The offices of Secretary and Treasurer shall be held by one person. 

Art. III. An annual meeting of the Brotherhood shall be held during the ses- 
sion of the Conference, at such time and place as may be designated by the Presi- 
dent, at which meeting the officers of the Association shall be elected. 

Art. IV. Beneficiary membership in the Brotherhood shall be restricted to the 
traveling preachers of the South Carolina Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, who shall pay an initiation or entrance fee of fifty cents. 

Any person may become a non-beneficiary member without paying an initiation fee. 

Art. V. On the death of a beneficiary, each surviving beneficiary member shall 
be assessed three dollars, and each non-beneficiary one, to be paid into the Trea- 
sury within thirty days from date of the notice of assessment. 

After deducting the expense of collecting and disbursing the mortuary benefit, 
the remainder shall be paid to the person or persons designated in the certificate of 
membership. In case the deceased member did not direct how his mortuary 
benefit should be applied, it shall be paid to his widow ; but if there be no widow 
then it shall be divided equally among his minor children and any adult child 
needing aid. But if there be none of these, then it shall revert to the Brother- 
hood, to be invested as Article VI directs. 

Art. VI. Any funds coming in to the Brotherhood in any way (mortuary 
assessments always excepted) shall be invested by the Trustees, and the interest 
solely used as a supplementary fund to increase the mortuary benefit. 

Art. VII. A beneficiary member who shall fail to pay any assessment, due as 
aforesaid, within thirty days from date of notice, shall forfeit his membership in 
the Brotherhood, but may be reinstated in a vote at the next annual meeting, on 
the payment of his arrearages. 

II.— BY-LAWS. 

1. The President shall sign all certificates, checks and orders, and perform the 
duties usually required of a presiding officer ; and in the absence of the President 
his duties shall be performed by the Vice-President. 

2. The Secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings of the Board of Trus- 
tees and of the Brotherhood, and perform the duties usually required of a Secre- 
tary. He shall, upon the notification of the death of a beneficiary member, com- 
municate the fact to the surviving members, notifying them to forward the 
mortuary fee to the Treasurer, 

3. The Treasurer shall receive and care for all funds coming to the Brother- 
hood, and shall disburse and invest the same, as directed by the Constitution and 
By-Laws. The expenses of notification, on the part of the Secretary or Treasurer, 
and the printing, etc., to be retained out of amount collected on an assessment, as 
may be necessary. 

4. When any beneficiary member of this Brotherhood shall cease to be a member 
of the South Carolina Annual Conference, his beneficiary membership shall cease. 

5. No certificate of membership in the Brotherhood shall be assigned, trans- 
ferred, or in any way pledged as security for debt, 

6. No one shall be admitted to beneficiary membership except during the session 
of the Annual Conference.

3rd Vice-President, T. G. Herbert ; 4th Vice-President, A. J. Cauthen ; Secretary, 
LeRoy F. Beaty ; Treasurer, W. K. Blake ; Managers, W. K. Blake, George W. 
Williams, Geo. Cofield, J. W. Carlisle and R. E. Allison. 

The Miuutes were read and approved. Conference then adjourned.
